2 Training. Training assistance to an/.. units was provided by 
supplementing the advisory effort in certain technical fields, such as 
airmobile operations, aarial movement of supplies and equipment, path- 
finder training, ground surveillance, and counter-mortar rada training, 
and in base mamagement. In addition, the division continued an infornal 
junior officar exchange program in which US and AcVW units oxchanged 
platoon leaders and jumiar staff oificers tor periods of one week, 


(o) Territarial Forces. See Inclosure u. 


1 Combined operations witn tarritarial forces were designed to 
upgrade the ability of each unit to perform its assigned mission. Opera~ 
tions ware conducted with the 2F to improve small unit tactics. These 
combined operations stressed techniques applicable to the assigned 
mission and the weapans and equipment available to tne RF soldier. 
However, these operations also included airmobile insertions and rappel 
training to imrove the self-confidence and aszresaiveness of the 
individual, Combined mobile security operations with RF mits ware 
conducted progressively farthar from the traditioal area of operations 
of the wit to familiarize the AF soldiers with terrain on the edge of 
the populated areas, io develop confidence and esprit, md to prepare 
the mit to assume full responsibility for territorial security opera- 
tiona in the lowlands wien required.

a Two infantry battalions were dedicated to the dual task of upgrad-

in Prong Dian District, inteerated all operations with these of the

In coord!natio with MACT 
mobile adviscy teams (MAT) amd sector officials, RF wits from other 
districts warm rotated to Phong Dien amd Phu Lee districts to receive

bd Threemobile training teams (MIT) were organized by each brigade 
to conduct programmed training for PF and PSDF in districts where elemmts 
of the lOlst Atm Div.(Andl) did not habitually operate. This training 
was develope and scheduled in coordination with the district chiefs a.d 
sud-sactar divisors, Inst-uction was tailored to correct the mecific 
weakiwasses ¢ PF and PSDF units or elements being trained and was 
presdhted at a level commnsurate with the skills required to perforn 
their specific missions. A fixed, rigid program of instruction was 
avoided; howver, trainig was organized and scheduled on a regular 
basis once the ccntent hid been determined. 


(2) Paification ad Development, The goals of Thua Thien Province 
during RANDOLPH GLEN wee and are to provide adequate security far the 
entire population, elizinate the Viet Cong Infrastructure, initiate md 
complete nesded publicprojects, imrove existing economic programs, and 
implumant economic refrms where required.

1 Peychologicaloperations ware divided into three broad categories.

(b) Civic action. 


1 In order to support the Thua Thien Province Pacification and 
Development Plan through civic action, direct coordination was effected 
with district chiefs and district ssnior advisors. A priority list of 
civic action projects was initiated in each hamlet. These lists were 
consolidated and aproved at village, district, and province level, and 
served as a guide Sao unit civic action assistance. Priority was giver. 
to the comletion of projects already in progress, with emphasis am those 
hamlets wit> HeS ratings of D ad those with a low security C rating. 
“All new projects were selected from the civic action priority list. 


2 Civic action support was provided to improve the life of war 
victims, assist resettlees in returning to secure areas, and encourage 
participation in local economic development. One significantly successful 
economic developmant project has been the timber industry. Lumber 
production in Thua Thien Province reached an all tims high during Opera- 
tion RANDOLPH GLEN. 


(3) Concerted effort was directed at denying the enemy the ability 
to mix with the populace and gain recruits, sustenance, and supplies 
essential to naintaining his combat eifectiveness.

Disposition of Forces. l0lst Abn Div (Amol) eamducted Operation 
RANDCLPH GLEN with the lst Bde coordinating with the Sith Regt (ARVN) in 
an area of operations in southeast Thua Thien Province, the 2d Bde cocc- 
dinating with the 3d Regt (ARV) in central hua Thien Province, and tho 
jd Bde coordinating with the lst Rort (ARVN) in northwestern Thua Thion 
and southern Quang Tri provinces. All brigades were deployed to conduct 


conbined security evarations in the lowlands and offensive operaticns 


in thea piedmont regio to locate, intord:ct, and destroy enemy forces 
and provide macimum security far the population. In the division 
reconnaissance zone in western Thua Thien Province, quick reaction, 
limited objective oparations, to include artillery raids, were conducted 
in response to hard intolligance.

a. ‘Methods of operation. The tocal point far coordination of all 
effarts in Thua Thien Province was the infarmal Area Coordination 
Committee corposed of the CG, 1N1lst ALn Div (Anbl); CG, lst Inf Div 
(ARV); the Province Chief; and rACV sanior advisors. This committee 
coordinated oroad policies far the erployment of military farces to 
accomplish the astablisned objectives and determined priorities for 
pacification amd civic action. Detailed coardination to implement theses 
policies was effected through continuous liaisom at division level with 
the lst Infmtry Division (ARVN) md with province/sector officials. 
Brigades nrovided liaison teans with dedicated communications to counter- 
part regiments and each district in the area of operation. Operation 
RASDOLF:: GLY was characterized 5; operations designed to provide 
maximum security far tle populated areas, accantuated by accelerated 
pacification assistance efforts and training for RF/PF/PSDF units. 
Movement of troops ami supplies was accomplished by utility and cargo 
helicopters, wheeled vehicles, boats of the 12th ami 13th Coastal Graps, 
and US Navy patrol craft. Airmobile field artillery, reinfarced by

Divisional elements conducted a 
numer of combined village/hamlet cardons in conjunction with RF, PF and 
National Police units, Throughout the period, teams from Co L (Ranger), 
75th Inf and the USMC IIi Marine Amphibious Force Reconnaissance Company 
auzmented air cavalry reconnaissance operations in the A Shau Vallsy. 


(ob) Significant activities. (n Christmas Day, at 1:00 hours, near 
YD51u251, the 3d Lrigade provisional ais cavalry platom's command and can- 
trol aircraft received small arms fire from taree enemy. The CHOA aircraft 
returned 7.62m: ‘*mini-gun") fire, and ARA was employed. Upon insertion, 
the platoon cc:ducted a sweep of the area and discovered six enemy <Ia, 
one PW who was evacuated to Co C, 326th Mad: Bn at Camp Evans, and four 
AXL? rifles.

Q® 16 Jmuary, the 3d Bde conducted an artillery raid from FSB Shepherd, 
Co D, 2d Sn (Amb1), 506th Inf air assaulted from Camp Evans to FSB Shepherd 
to provide security for six 105mm and two 155mm howitzers employrd on the 
raid, The artillery delivered fire on pre-determined targets selected

The lst Pn (Ambl), 327th Inf moved by air to FSB 
Eirmingham, passed under the operational control of the 2d Bde and prepared 
for an asyault into the area west of FSB Bastogne. The 2d Bn (Amb1l), 
502d Inf, also under OPCON of 2d Bde, staged at FSB Rifle for deployment 
into the 2d 3Sde Ad. 


The 2d 3de conducted a four battalion combined air assault on 18 
January into the area west of FSB Bastogne to conduct a detailed search 
for enemy frrces, base areas, and cache sites. The lst Bn (Ambl), 327th 
Inf air assaulted from FSB Birmingham to YD583067 and moved to FSB Veghel 
to conduct reconnaissance-in-farca operations to the northeast. Ope’ations 
on the high ground west of FSB Bastone were conducted by 2d Bn (Amb1), 
SOlst Inf following insertion along the Song 30 River. Extracting fron 
FSb Rifle to FSB Birmingham, the 2d Bn (Ambl), 502d Inf ar assaulted into 
the vicinity of ¥D5310 and YD5210 to sweep to the northeast. The 2d m, 
3d Regt (ARVI) arrived at FSB Bastogne by convoy from FSB Geronim and 
combat assaulted to the west j:1 com dination with the 2d Bde. The recone 
naissance-in-rorce continued until 25 January. 


Little contact occurred in the reconnaissamce zone throughout this 
phase or Operation RA.DCLPH GLEN, 


At 251400 Jan 70, an CHOA aircraft fromTrp J, 2d Sqdn (ambl), 17th Cav 


-discovered and directed fire against a suspected enemy warehouse complex 


(¥D338006). ARA and air strikes were employed, resulting in 16 NVA TIL 


Repositioning of farces commenced on 27 vanuary in preparation for 
possible enemy action during the Tet seasai, Positions ware assumed from 
which quick-reaction operations could be conducted against eneliy attempts 
to harass the population of the lowlands. This repositioning culminated 
a division-wide program designed to increase security in the AO end prevent 
enemy acts of terrorism and sabotage and attacks on lay GUN facilities and 
populated areas, : 


At 271840 Jan 70, an element of Co A, 3d Bn (Ambl), 187th Inf, assisting 
in the security of the resettlement area in Phong Dien District, observed 
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three enemy while on an Eagls flight, The element inserted at YD95393 

to engage the enemy, while a command and control aircraft (UH1H) 1) luminated 
the srea with its landing lights. The aircraft was hit by enemy fire. 

The battalion artillery Malsm officer was killed, ad the 353 sariously 
wounded, A sweep of the area revealed two NVA KIA, ana PW, one crew- 
served and three individual weapons captured. 


(4) 28 January - 13 February 1970. 


(a) The division's close-in security mission far the 1970 Tet period 
was completed curing this period, Combined operations cmtinued to improve 
thea capabilities and increase the effectivenass of territorial forces. 
Reconnaissance-in-farce operations were conducted to eliminate enemy 
presence in the Thua Thien lowlands and to restrict hostile infiltration 
and resupply. 


(bo) Significant Activities. AH aircraft of Trp A, 2d Sqdn (Ambl), 
17th Cav, engaged five NVA at 011000 rebruary (X03516u7) while conducting 
reconnaissance in the 3d sade AO and division recon zane, killing four NVA. 
At 1130 hours, gunships of Trp A lccated three more IVA at the same location 
aid killed two by rocket fire. 


The division-wide program of “Get $3t far Tet" reacned its peak when 
the division assumed a readiness posture to obsarve the Tat cease fire 
scheduled to begin at 1800 hours on 5 February. Division elements aigmented 
territorial forces sacurity efforts at key points along lines of commnica- 
tions and at critical target areas in Tnua ‘nien Province. 


At 070557 Feb 70, Co A, 2d Bn ‘Ambl), SOlst inf received seall arms 
fire and eight RFG rounds from an enemy force of uniciown size in the vicinity 
of YD652082. ARA was employed in support of the comamy. At 0710 hours, 
the company received rocket and mortar fire, followed an hour later by 
sniper fire as it was moving toward the suspected enemy location. Two 
NV& ware killed, and nine US wounded during the contact. 


At 100030, a squad from Co B, 2d Bn (Ambl), 327th Inf, woile on an 
ambush, engaged nine NVA moving along a path at a distance of 25 meters 
(ZD182021), A sweep revealed three NVA killed and three Akh? rifles 
captured. 


At 110100 Feb 70, the collocated battalion headquarters of the 2d Mn 
(amb1), 502d Inf and th mM, Slth Regt (ARVN) at FSB Rifle received 
fifty to sixty 60m marta rounds from suspected anemy locations vicinity 
¥C860967 and YC8L6975, Coardinated with the mortar attack was Km fire 
from the southwest, followed by a sapper attack from the north. Satchel 
charges were detcnated in bunkers along the US sectar of the perimeter, 
The artillery battery and other key positions at the firebase were not 
reached by the enemy. Artillery and ARA wore employed on the suspected 
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mortar positions and an enemy routes of withdrawal, Eight US and one 

ARVN soldier wore killed, and 12 US and three ARVN wore wounded during 

the action. A first light check revealed 12 NVA todies, five Akh? rifles, 
ona .u5 calibar pistol, and two RPG-2 lamchers, 


(©) lk February - 2 March 1970. 


(a) The lOlst Airborne Division (Airmobile) continued Operation 
RANDOLP! GLE with patrols and night ambushes in coordination with RF 
and PF units. Radar raids ware conducted in the lowlands to detect eeny 
movement and provide targets to be engaged by artillery. River patrols 
around xev bridzes and populated areas restricted enemy use of inland 
waterways. US farces augmented GVN bridge security and continued to assist — 
in the trainin: of local farces to upgrade their effectiveness. 


{bh} Sienifieant Activities. ( 1 February, the Reconnaissance Platom 
of tne 2d Sn (Ambl), 506th Inf, operating in the vicinity of YDLWO23h, 
received x3 fire from an estimated NVA squad at 1445 hours. The element 
returned stall arms fire at the sussected enemy location. A subsequent 
sweep revealed five i7vA XIA and three abanduned ML7 rifles. at 1720 hours, 
gunshics fron Trp a, 2d Sqdn (d4mbl), 1?th Cav observed and killed six NVA 
at Ost3ell 


The 2d Brigade opened two firebases on 16 February to provide additionai 
artviller covarare for its AO. Co A, B, and D, lst Bn (ambl), SOlst. 
int .soved tron FSB Birmingham to ccnduct patrol and surveillance operations 
around FS Spear. The firebase was opened at 1232 hours, with Co D 
tasxed to nrovide securit;. Co A, lst 2, (Ambl), 502d inf reopened FSB 
Normand; at 0936 hours and provided security for the battalion CP. 


Twanty-six Ail1G Cobras participated in an ARA raid flow against a 
target arya southwest of FSB Leatnarneck on 2 February. Areas adjacent 
to Route 615 were saturated with flechette and HE rockets. 


At 221812 February 70, a Ranger team from Co L (Ranger), 75th Inf, opera- 
ting in the vicinity of 1D863557, received small arms fire from 14 eneny 
at LO meters, Return fire from the team resulted in six enemy Kia. Aire 
craft from the 2d Sqdn (Ambl), 17th Cav extracted the team at 1845 hours. 


Continuin> combined operations with GUN forces, the 2d Bn %Amb1l), 506th 
Inf provided ane company and the battalion reconnaissance platoan to conduct 
an gir assault in the vicinity of FB OReilly (79345290) in coordination 
with the lst 2n, lst ert (ARW). 


lOlst Aviation Jroup (Cmbt) (Amb1) supparted the assault of the 3d mn, 
2d Rert and the 4OC BAC (Hecan) Co, lst Inf Div an into northern Quang 
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Tri Province on 25 February. 


At 261115 Feb 70, Trp B, 2d Sqdn (Ambl), 17th Cav delivered firs an 
saven VC observed in a cave entrance. Gunships killed six of the VC and 
destroyad one akh7 rifle. 


At 021500 March an GH6a aircraft of the 2d Sqdn (Amb1), 17th Cav was 
hit by enemy fire in the vicinity of coardinates ¥D370070 while flying a 
reconnaissance mission far tha ‘d ade. Hostile fire wounded both the pilot 
and the enlisted observer, The pilot died, and the observer took control 
of the aircraft to fly it to Camp Sally. He crashed the aircraft attempting 
to land, resulting in injuries to the crew chief. 


(6) 3 +31 March 1970. 


(a) Operation RANDOLPH GLEN continued to conclusion during this period, 
with the division conducting extensive patrollinc, surveillance and ambush 
operations with a marked increase in activity. Close operational coordina- 
tion with ARVN forces, training of territorial farces by diviaional units, 
and radar and artillery raids were continued, Division engineers constructed 
a new firabase ct Y0i39189 (FSB Grmite) in thea jungle area southwest of 
Camp Evans, 


(b) Significant Activities, at 041500 Mar 70, the 2d Plt, Co B, Ist 
Bn (Ambl), SO6th Inf uncovered five codies in a srave while canducting 
patrol activities at 0L97231. A further search of the area revealed an 
additional gix bodies, 


At 0808L5 lar 70, the 3d Plt, Co B, 2d & (Ambl), 327th Inf and a sla- 
toon of the 176th Co (RF) encounterad five VC at ZD2050L7. Three VC 
rallied to the patrol and assisted in capturing the other two, All five 
wers evacuated to Phu Loc national police headquarters for interrogation. 
The VC were unarmed and had been contacted earlier by covert GYN agents, 


At 100555 March, the 3d pit, Co A, lst m (Ambl), 506th Inf receive 
small arms and RFG fire from an enemy farce estimated to be a company. 
Artillery was employed, and a sweep was conducted with negative results. 
US casualties were six killed and 14 wounded. At 1410 hours, a Ranger 
team conducting a reconnaissance mission enga:ed a squad-size enemy unit. 
et.a distance of 15 teters. Results were four ‘IVA KIA and one US WIA 
The team was extracted at 1549 hours. 


Gunships of the 2d Sqdn (Ambl), 17th Cav killed 11 NVA on 42 March; 
Trp A killed seven at 1220 hours (XD93530S), and C Trp killed four at 1635 
hours (YDU2L076). 
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FSB Pistol was opaned m lk March to provide fire support for operations 
in the Ruong Xuang and Huu Trach Valleys. A combined assault by the 2d 
 (Anbl), SG2d Inf and the 2d Bn, Suth Regt (ARV!) into ths Ruong Ruong 
Valley was followed by reconnaissanceein-force operations. At 1945 hours, 
thea Od Plt , CoC, 2d 2n (ambdl), 506th Inf encaged aight enesy with 
organic weapons at coordinates YDL1028, Satchel charges wounded two US 


during the contact. an early morning sweep revealed one enemy RPG lanncher 
and two aX7 rifles, 


at 200213 March, the company commander of Co C, lst Bn (ambl), SOéth 
Inf wag checking the security of FSB Granite when he observed and shot a 
Sapoer on the northern part of the perimeter. At that time, a farcs of 
undutaurmined size attacked the firebuse from the south. The attack was 
supported by mortar, RPG, small arms, and automatic waapons fire. CoC 
returned fire, susported by artillery divect ad indirect fires.

people of Thua Thien Province move closer to a better way of life. The 
division not milly accomplished its assigned mission, but also laid the 
foundation for an effective Vietnamese security system that will continue 
after the departure of the division. By conducting offensive combat 
eperations om the periphery of the populated lowlands and limited objective 
and interdiction ooarations west of the piedmont, a protactive shield was 
formed to parmit the accelerated attainment of the goals of the pacification 
and development plan, Through combined operations and training, the farces 
of the Government of Vietnam progressed towards the goal of assuming full 
resoonsibility for combat, security, pacification, and psychological

22, (2) Speeial Equipment and Techniques: 


a. round 2wfoliation, Enemy interdiction of the Hue-Da Nang Railroad 
continved to he an arsa of conewn, In order to reduce this interdiction, 
a larse scale defoliation project was undartaken. Diesel fuel sprayed 
‘rom conta:ners mounted on railroad flat cars was usad to saturate the 
area along the tracks and was then burned to clear the brush, The enemy's 
ability tc nlace booby traps along the track was effectively restricted. 


&. Cave Seoding, To restrict the use of cave complexes, a cave seed- 
ing technique was used, Detonating card was placed under bags of CS-1 
and CS-2, which had been positioned throughout the complex, and detonated 
to spread the powder, The persistency of the riot control agent will vary 
om approximntely three months to one year. 


ec. Radar Registrations, The AN/MPQ-4 radar has been used to conduct 
recpistrations for artillery units. In cases where artillery observers are 
not available, this type registration permits the unit to maintain current 
data for immediate fire for effect missions. 


d. Faise =xtraction, The division continued to use falee extraction 
tecnniques to deceive +he enemy, an aircraft with two personnel lying 
flat or the floor of the troop compartment entered a landing sone. All 
normal communications and procedures were followed for an extraction. As 
the aircraft departed, the two personnel sat up with one or both door 


gunners in the troop compartment. Deceived enemy farces wre unprep ared 
for stay-behind anbushes. 


e. Deception During Resupply Missions. In order to deceime the enexy 
as to the location of friendly units, false kick-out resupply was ef fected, 


During normal resupply operations, weighted discarded C-ration cartons 
ware dropped at false locations. 
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f, Mrefly. Use was made of an CH6A aircraft equipped with a locally 
developed, hand-held spot light, consisting of three CH6A landing lights 
mounted on a M16 rifle to permit the operator to point the light at the 
area being searched. This "Mrefly" aircraft made periodic checks of the 
firebase perimeters during the hours of darkmoss and was employed after 
the execution of an aabush to search for dead or wounded enemy. 


ge Dog Teams. Dog taams were used extensively to assist ground troops 
in datecting enemy personnel, booby traps, and to aid in search of tumels 
amd bunkers. They ware employed sffectively on ambush operations to give 
early warning af approaching enemy. 


h. Husch Flare. Continued use was made of the Husch flare to provide 
extended periods of illumination around fire suppart basa perimeters an? 
on avenues of infiltration into base camps. 


23. (S) Commander's Analysis: 


a. General, Operation RaNDOLFH GLEN was a radical departure from what 
has become the conventional approach to the US effort in Vietnam at division 
level, It was the first time the energy, resources, end good offices of an 
entire division ware devoted to assisting in the pacification and davelop- 
ment of a province. Preparation for this operation began as the division 
redeployed its farces from the A Shau Valley in September 1969, The divi- 
sion was assigned the mission at that time to astablisn, in coordination 
with lst Inf Div (ARV), a belt of security on the periphery of the popu- 
lated area of Thua Thien Province and, on order, to assume responsibility 
for an expanded area of operation, including western Quang Tri Province. 
Further, the division was tasked to screen the standdown and redeployment 
of the 3d Marine Division from Qang Tri Province. These tasks wre 
accomplished during Operation REPUSLIC SQUARE (29 September - 6 December 
1969), as previously reported. During REPUSLIC SQUARE it became clex 
that the division had achieved a concert in mathod and effort with the 
lst Inf Div (ARVN) in accomplishing its initial mission to engage and 
defeat the enemy and protect the population. It became equally clear, 
however, that it was urgently necessary to schieve a sirilar concert in 
mathod and effort with Thua Thien Province if the goal of accelaratad 
attainment of the pacification and developmnt objectives for 1970 was to 
be realized. 


», Planning. The operations order for Cveration RANDOLPH GLEN (CPCRD 
13-69) was witten as the Combined Objectives Campaign Plar for Thua Thien 
Province, The lst Inf Div (ARVN) and Thua Thien Province both published 
operations arders and other instructions outlining the same concept and 
issued coordinated directives to subordinate units effective the sams day 
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as the lOlst abn Div (Ambl) OPCRD for RANDOLPH GLEN, To achieve this degres 
of integration roquired carerul plarming and deliberately timed triefings 
for the key personnel i.volved, After oriefing and receiving approvai of 
the concept from the Commanding General, XXIV Carps, the concept was pre- 
sented to Major General Ngo Quang Truong, Cammanding General, lst Inf Div 
(ARVN). (nce his concurrence with the concept had been obtained, the two 
division staffs prepared the detailed, coordinated plans for integrating 

the effarts ot botn divisions, The concept was then presented to the Tima 
Thien Province Chief, Colonel Le Van Than and tne Province Senior Advisor, 
Colonel John W, Chism, Seth Colonel Than and Colonel Chism enthusiasti- 
cally supnorted the concept, and the province/sectar staff, CORDS perscnnel,. 
and mmbers or the division staff prepared the detailed implementing plans. 
To assist in maintaining continuity during tne execution of tne plan, an 
informal Area Coardination Committve was established, as outlined in para- 
graph lla, above, 


c. Exacution. 


(1) Operations in coordinatio witn tne lst Inf Div (ARYN) continued 
as during Operation .GPUELIC SQUARE, with some minor adjustment of boun- 
daries and troop dispositions, The mst significant technique for coardi- 
nating tne efforts of the two divisions during the exscutim phase was the 
alignment of origade and regimental boundaries, wichwre further aligned 
with political (district) boundaries, The brigade/regimantal areas of 
operations we.e then divided into lettered battalion areas of operation, 
Forces were assigned to these lettered areas based m their availability 
as opposed to tneir nationrlity. 


(2) Activities in tne lowlands were monitored by establithing liaison 
with eacn district headquarcers, employing a full time liaison team with 
dedicated communications, In both Phu Loc am Phong vien districts, areas 
where VCI activity had bean greatest, a dedicated battalion was employed. 
‘tthe intent was to assign an infantry battalion to a specified district m 
a long term (dedicated) basis. The battalim headquarters ware each col- 
located witn the respective district headquarters, This system has proven 
to be an extremely efrective technique for upgrading the comand, cantrol, 
staff and coordination capability of the district headquarters. Notable 
improvement has been made in tuis regard, particularly in Phomg Dien. At 
division level, staff coordination witn province md CCRDy officials was 
continuous, resulting in the establishment or a relationship that permitted 
the fran: exchange of ideas and the emloynment of division resources within 
a franewark of priarities established by tne Vietnamese. ” 


(3) Beyond tne trigada art regimental operations zone and in the bri- 
gade area of operations was the brigade/regimmtal vatrol and surveillance 
zone (area between lines GREEN and BLUE, Inclosure 2, drea of Operations). 
In tuis area, the brigades and counterpart Aiv;i regiments conducted ex- 
tensive reccnnaissmee .atrols, established detailed aerial reconnaissance 
plans, monitored sensor activity seh the area, and conducted short duration, 
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airmotile operations to disript and destroy enemy forces and to preemt 

the enemy's ability to interfere with pacificatim and development opera- 
tions in the lowlands, To the south and west of the brigade/regimental 
patrol and surveillance zone, was the division recomaissance zone, an 

area assiyned to che division air cavalry squadron, Each trigade was 
responsible far mmitoring the activity in a specific parti of the re~ 
connaissance sme, ad for preparing for implementation on order, cmtin- 
gency plans for the conduct of short duration, airmobile operations against 
hard intelligence targets develoed. Reaction to intelligerre in this area 
was often hampered by weather and was frequently limited to the emloynent 
of firepowr, The artillery raid proved to be a valuable technique for 
bringing fire on the enemy in areas tnought by him to be out of artillery 
range. 


d. Problem areas. The only sign:ficant problem ancountered, amd one 
wnich requires mare wor't and effort to resolve, is that of measurement of 
progress, It is recomized that this problem nas been addressed at every 
level since the beyinning of mx eftort in Vietnam. It is one that con- 
tinues. The Hanlet Evaluation System (HES) report is an excelient manage- 
ment tool, particularly the systems-criented 1970 HES program, Even this 
system, however, cannot quantify the new hope evidenced in tne return to 
normalcy of a significant partion of tne population of Thua Thien Province. 
Nor can the Territarial Farces Eveluation, System (TFES) for Regional and 
Popular Forces reflect the increase in spirit and determination evidenced 
by a HF Company upon returning from a combined operation in the pledmmt 
or the fringes of the jungle canony with a US mit. Measurement against 
absolutes are not meaningful. The division therefore used as a starting 
point the goals established in the Thua Thien Province 1970 Pacification 
and Development Plan. Each of thrie goals, except in the Chieu Hol pro- 
gram, is being met or exceeded, 7>100ls have bean built, land fallow far 
years is now under cultivation, roads have been built or improved, wells 
dug, and refugees resettled. Assistance nas been provided to tne province 
in relocating ad significantly upgrading the Sector Maintenance am! Direct 
Supoert Logistics Center. This has had a marked influence on the effectiva- 
ness of the Regional and .’opular Forces, on tna efficiency of the district 
headquarters, and the effectiveness of the Village-Hamlet Radio System sup- 
ported by tuis center, These tangible accomplishments can be tabulated and” 
reported, It is more difficult to measure md report accurately the dis- 
cernible fact tnat the net rosult of tuis coordinated effort is greater than 
the sum of the separately identified commenta 


6. Lessons Learned, 
oe 
(1) Coordination, The most significant lesson learned during Operatian 
RANDOLPH Glen is that of tne comlaxity of tne US effort in support of the 
epublic of Vietnam, ‘he interralationship of the three basic tasks of 
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internal defense a coumterinsurgency operations, territorial security, 
populace and resources control, and environmental improvement, have been 
brought into sharp focus during this oparation, The airmobile division 

is designed, organized, trained, and equipped to best handle tasks associ- 
ated with tarritarial security, locating and defeating the enemy. The 
division has had that task since arrival in Vietnam, It has been in tho 
orchestration of this task with the efforts of AVN, territorial forces, 
police, intelligence agencias, and civil administrators that a new dimension 
has been added to tha divisiam's grasp of the total requirement. Each 
operation planned and conducted by tne divisian nas been subjected to the 
question "Yow does this operation support tne attainment of the pacification 
and development plan?" It is recognized wat paciticaticon and development 
cannot proceed when che populace is threatened with terrorism, NVA incur- 
sions, ar major attacks, The effart required to assiet in coardinating tne 
activities behind the established shield of security 1s equally importamt, 


as is the effort required two train the territorial farees to provide their 
own security. 


(2) Roads, ° 2e importance to an agrarian economy of farm to market 
roads has been long recognized. Th:s lesson has again been relearned by 
the division during Operation RANDOLPH GLEn. No other civic action project 
er activity capturea the imagination and interest of the people and the 
local administrators as does a road building or upgrading project, The 
most consistant ad urgent requests for civic action assistance have bean 
for road construction, This interest extends from tne individual villager, 
who often turns out voluntarily to assist US and Vietnamese angineers, cw 
tne province chief, It is strongly recommended that the importance of these 
rural lines of communication, often requiring the passage of 3/4 ton ar Lam- 
bretta-type traffic aly, be acknowledged at the level where engineer assets 
are allocated. ‘inginser supcart for tnese projects is now limited to that 
which can be gleaned as civic action assistance from combat support ar ap- 
proved construction projects, The construction of these important links 
between the government and the people is at least as important to tne ace 
complishment of our broader mission as combat support projects, Resources 


allocated and priorities assigned should be based on a recognition of this 
fact, 


(3) Detailed analysis of each area is required, Thua Thier. Province 
has a fairly nomogeneous population of approximately 600,000 parsons living 
in the ton rural districts and in tne city of Hue. The division has learned 
that, while in the broader sense there is a certain commmality of strengths 
and weaknesses in the districts, each hamlet, village, and district is dif- 
ferent. Each has its ow peculiar set of problem arsas and vulnerabilities, 
This requires a detailed anaiysis of each area and a recognition that tnare 
are no panaceas, me area may need assistance from VS forces for securivy, 
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wiile another needs assistance in tuaining territorial forces already avail~ 
able or in building a school or market.
